OUR DELIVERY SEASONS AND GUARANTEES 


—The delivery of plant material differs from that 
of most commodities as it is limited to the dormant season. The general 
conception is that there are two distinct delivery seasons per year—the 
regular Fall season starting early in November and continuing until late 
December, and the Spring season starting early in March and ending in 
June. There, however, is really only one planting season, extending 
through the dormant period, usually November until June but may be pro- 
longed by modern nursery cold storage facilities. We must be somewhat 
governed by the seasons and weather conditions, preventing our promising 
far in advance definite delivery dates. Frequently we can start general 
deliveries by November Ist, but some years the plants do not mature so 
we can start digging before November 15th. However, Evergreens, Peren- 
nials, Iris, Peonies, etc., can be successfully transplanted as early as 
September. Any shipping dates requested will be followed as closely as 
is practical, but not knowing in advance just what the season will be, a 
better plan is to permit us to ship the plant material when we find con- 
ditions most favorable. 


—lIssued by Virginia State Entomologist 
—certifying that our Nursery has been inspected and plant material found 
to be free of disease and pests—furnished with each shipment. Fruit 
Trees also frequently inspected and certified as to trueness to name. 


—We are located on two trunk line railroads. Fruit 
Trees, Berry Plants, and otheritems dug without ball are generally shipped 
express, while B&B Evergreens and large Shade Trees are shipped by 
freight or delivered by our truck, for which we can in most cases arrange at 
a nominal delivery cost. Small shipments which can be more easily sent by 
parcel post are frequently forwarded that way, permitting the customer 
to refund to us the amount of cancelled postage found on the package. 
—The prices quoted are f.o.b. our shipping point. We make no 
charge for packing and delivering to our local freight, express, or post office. 
—Cash with order unless otherwise arranged. 


—Remittances may be made by Postal Money Order, 
Postal Note, Express Money Order, or your personal check. 

—While losses from transplanting our 
vigorous, carefully handled plant material are at a minimum, there are al- 
ways some losses to be expected, regardless of how careful both Nursery- 
man and planter may be. We agree to share with our customers on a fifty- 
fifty basis any losses from transplanting our plant material by refurnishing 
at half catalogue list price any plant material reported dead within twelve 
months after date of delivery, provided the original purchase was paid for as 
per sale terms and the plant material has been given reasonable attention. 

—If you do not find listed the variety, 
quantity, or size desired, write or call for further information. 

—Do not fail to give sizes, quantities, and varieties 
desired. Also state shipping point if different from post office, and ap- 
proximately when you would prefer shipment. 

—While we are very careful in keeping our varieties true to 
name—and seldom have a report of plant material proving otherwise— 
in such instances we limit our adjustmeuts to either refurnishing withont 
charge or refunding the full purchase price.

For 
the past 10 years the decrease is thought to be even 


greater due to light commercial orchard planting and abandonment of old orchards, indicating a serious fruit shortage in the near future.

The Stayman Winesap continues to be one of the big commercial 
varieties of the East, but in recent years the original strain of 
Stayman is being displaced by its offspring, the Double Red Stay- 
man, which has all the good qualities of its popular parent and the 
advantage of more color and coloring earlier in the season. ‘This 
means more Number One Apples, better prices, and bigger 
profits. One of our best sellers for both commercial and home

Virginia ranks high as an Apple producing State, growing many good varieties. 
Among her leading ones is the Lowry, which orginated in Nelson County, Vir- 
ginia, and is believed to be a cross between the popular old-time Pilot and Vir- 
ginia Winesap, possessing the good qualities of both, and is now becoming one of 
the State’s most profitable Apples as well as it is being commercially planted in 
almost all other Apple growing sections of the United States. The Lowry is me- 
dium to large, mahogany-red, as sweet as the Delicious but is more easily grown 
and sells for fully as much.

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Peach Industry Being Revolutionized 


The Peach, an old favorite in the fruit family, is now making new friends. Recent chemical discoveries have simplified spraying, market expan- 
sion has been made possible by modern methods of freezing, home freezing units, frozen food locker plants, new methods of canning and keep- 
ing fruit fresh in storage. Planting of properly located orchards consisting of improved varieties has promise of being a profitable investment. 


NEW METHODS SIMPLIFY PEACH CULTURE—At one time 
borers discouraged Peach culture, but Paradow Peach Gas eliminated 
much of the trouble. The recent introduction of DDT has made possible 
almost the extermination of the borer, Oriental moth, and curculio with 
much less effort and expense than the old methods. 

IMPROVED MARKET CONDITIONS—Population in the South 
has advanced with industrial development. Improved highway and haul- 
ing facilities are enabling markets, large and small, to provide the ‘con- 
sumer with fresh fruit daily from the orchard. For this demand, it is 
advisable to plant a larger assortment of varieties ripening over a longer 
period. Since the fruit in various Peach growing sections ripens at differ- 
ent times, the market is seldom congested. However, modern fruit pro- 
cessing plants are ready to handle any surpluses which may develop. 


FROZEN PEACHES IN GREAT DEMAND—Frozen fruit processing 
plants have created a new, profitable market for Peaches. Home freezers 
and frozen food lockers have likewise extended the local market for fresh 
fruit. The frozen fruit industry is just in its infancy, so in adding new 
varieties we are considering their freezing qualities. 

ADVANTAGES IN PLANTING WAYNESBORO NURSERIES’ 
TREES—Being located in the Commercial Peach Orchard Section of 
Virginia, we are able to make variety research in bearing orchards, to take 
advantage of valuable information furnished by various State and Federal 
Experiment Stations, and to cut our budwood from fruiting trees. We 
can thus study new varieties, adding those which are promising and dis- 
carding less desirable ones. In this way we attempt to serve the commer- 
cial grower as a source of information, as well as furnish dependable trees 
grown in our sandy loam soil, noted for producing an excellent root system.
